Action line 
Is there a state or local law requiring 


rest rooms for the public In restaurants? I 
know of one local restaurant that used to 
have them but has closed them off. They 
tell customers to go next door to another 
restaurant to use the rest room. 


There is a state law requiring public rest 


room facilities in all public buildings. But 
the question is, according to the state 
health department, whether 
or not 


restaurants are legally considered public 
buildings. 


Don Scholtz, of the state health depart- 


ment in Austin, said the last legal opinion 
concerning your question that he received 
indicated that restaurants not serving 
alcoholic beverages were not required by 
the state to maintain rest room facilities 
for the public since restaurants were not 
specifically mentioned in the law. Those 
serving alcohol must provide rest rooms 
according to an Alcohol Beverage Control 
board requirement. 


The 
city 
by 
ordinance 
requires 


restaurants to provide rest rooms for use 
by employes, but makes no mention of 
public 
facilities. 
Municipal Services 


Director Delma Ware said that the 
question has never come up because 
contractors building restaurants have 
always included public rest rooms in their 
plans. 


So the issue seems to be the legal 


definition of public buildings and whether 
or not that term includes buildings used by 
the public but owned by a private business. 
And that definition, at present, is open to 
debate. 


What have the city commissioners got 


against an ordinance compelling people to 
keep the grass cut and their property 
cleaned up? Various cities and towns have 
such an ordinance. Dallas gives them 10 
days to cut the grass and then if it Is not 
done they do it for them and charge them 
for it with a lien against their property. If 
they are unable to locate the property 
owners they do it anyway and keep the 
returned notice for reference. 


Corsicana's city commission apparently 


has nothing against a grass ordinance as 
there is one now on the books. Passed in 
January 1975, Chapter 15, Section four of 
the City Code, titled "Weeds", reads: 


"It shall be unlawful for any person, 


firm or corporation who shall own or oc- 
cupy any lot or lots in the City of Cor- 
sicana, Texas, to allow weeds, rubbish, 
brush 
or any 
other 
unsightly, 
ob- 


jectionable, or insanitary (sic) matter to 
accumulate or grow on said lot or lots." 


The ordinance works almost exactly as 


you describe: the city notifies the owner of 
the property, gives him 10 days to rectify 
the problem, and then has the option to do 
the work and pass through all charges 
incurred. 


The problem in enforcing the ordinance, 


City Mgr. Dick Ballenger said, is that the 
'city doesn't have enough equipment and 
crews to mow all the property in violation 
of the law. 


The city does send out warning notices 


and does considerable mowing, but there 
is no way for them to work on every lot in 
violation, Ballenger said. 


"We do the very best we can with the 


manpower and equipment available to 
us," he said. "To fully enforce this or- 
dinance, the city would need two or three 
full time people just to keep up with who 
owns what property." 


How much is this circular drive at Drane 


Middle school going to cost? Also, how 
much are all the improvements at Drane 
going to cost? 


Projects of the size of the drive, which 


will allow school buses to load and unload 
off the street to help clear some traffic 
congestion, must be advertised for bid. 
That has not yet been done, but School 
Supt. Mark Culwell estimated the drive 
will cost between $1,800 and 2,000. 


The school board estimates total cost for 


Drane rennovations will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000. That work, they have 
noted, is necessary and would have to have 
been done whether middle school 
programs were altered or not. 


How much does it cost for the Navarre 


County Electric Cooperative to print its 
monthly magazines? Do customers pay 
for these magazines in their rates? 


The total cost for the "Texas Co-Op 


Power" newspaper and the "Co-Op 
Reporter" bill stuffer totals eight cents per 
month 
for 
each member 
of 
the 


Cooperative, according to Joe Felder, 
manager of the Co-op. 


The Cooperative is a nonprofit company, 


he noted, and therefore it must obtain all 
expense money from the sale of electric 
energy. 


"Texas Co-Op Power," Felder ex- 


plained, is published monthly by a 
statewide 
association 
of 
electric 


cooperatives located in Austin. As a 
member of this association, the local co-op 
subscribes to the newspaper for its 
membership. Each member receives a 
monthly copy which cost the Co-op seven 
cents, including postage. 


"The Co-op Reporter," a bill insert, is 


designed each 
month at 
the local 


headquarters and inserted into bills. It is 
printed by the Brazos Electric Power 
Cooperative in Waco. The cost of printing 
and inserting that handout into monthly 
bills amounts to one-cent per member 
each month. 


What is the minimum age for operating 


farm machinery on a public road? I saw a 
boy who couldn't have been more than 10- 
years-old driving a large tractor and plow 
down a farm road this morning. 


There is no license requirement for 


operating farm machinery, and therefore 
no minimum age requirement, according 
to the Texas Department of Public safety.

Under this planning stage, the 
Corps is preparing an en- 
vironmental impact statement 
which must be approved by the

begins. 


Newman 
said 
that 
the 


preliminary 
environmental 


impact statement is scheduled 
for completion in June of 1978, 
with the final draft slated for 
January, 1979. 


NEWMAN ALSO discounted 


proponents' 
claims 
that 


separating the lake from the 
overall project would expedite 
the lake. 


He said such a move might 


move up the deadlines for the 
lake itself, but added that "I 
don't think Congress will do 
that." 


Last week the Senate deleted 


$1 million in Tennessee Colony 
Lake land purchase funds from 
a public works appropriations 
bill because 
the 
Corps of 


Engineers said it presently does 
not have the capabilities to 
begin 
the 
purchasing 


procedures. 


But while the Corps feels 


somewhat confident that the 
Congress will act by its present 
timetable, lake backers are 
equally confident that Congress 
will put the $1 million back in 
the bill when the Senate and 
House conference committee 
works on the overall bill.

Mother consults board 
of getting her child 


on problem 


to Drane school

A resident of the 
Collins 


Middle school area spoke to the 
school board last night, asking 
them lor a solution to getting 
her cMld to school each mor- 
ning. 


Mrs. 
Lou 
Zufall, 
who 


requested an audience before 
the board, told trustees she 
recently moved to the Collins 
area and that having her 
daughter attend Drane would 
cause problems in her family in 
getting the child to school. 


"I've had four kids attend 


Drane, so I have nothing 
against 
that 
school," 
Mrs. 


Zufall said. "But I have to leave 
for work at 6:30 a.m., and that 
means I don't have any way for 
my child to get to school each 
morning. She will be put out in 
the darkness to travel a mile 
and a half to Drane each 
morning." 


MRS. ZUFALL said 
she 


purchased 
her 
home 
not 


because it was close to Collins 
but because she "got a deal too 
good to pass up" on the house. 


'This switch of schools is 


going to jeopardize the safety 
and health of my child," she 
said. "Will you as a board try to 
help us solve this problem of 
getting our children to school in 
the morning?" 


Mrs. Zufall lives about half a 


mile inside the two-mile limit 
that .qualifies students to ride 
school buses. 


"All I can tell you is what the 


law says, that we can only bus 
students living two miles out or 
further," Board president Maco 
Stewart 
responded. 
"Other- 


wise, the schools must pick up 
the tab." 


SCHOOL 
SUPT. 
Mark 


Culwell noted that her problem 
was not new, nor was it due 
entirely to the Collins-Drane 
shift. 


"This is a problem that is not 


unique, and it is not a problem 
that has all of a sudden 
presented itself to us," Culwell 
said. "It's just new to you. I'm 
sure there are families at every 
school in your situation. We can 
certainly sympathize with you, 


to 
and we are not insensitive 
your prciblem." 


Culwell 
mentioned 
pos- 


sibilities 
such 
as 
neigh- 


borhood 
car 
pools as 
an 


alternate 
solution 
to 
the 


problem, and he noted that past 
school policy has been to allow 
riders not living outside the two- 
mile limit; to ride on buses so 
long as the buses are not 
overcrowd ed. 


"Then, 
can my daughter 


ride?" Mn>. Zufall asked. 


"IF THERE is room on the 


bus," Culwell responded, "it's 
quite 
possible that your 


daughter can ride by walking a 
few blocks over to the nearest 
bus stop." 


But 
Stewart 
cautioned 


against 
depending 
on 
this 


solution. 


"I can see that there could be 


such a demand from kids not 
legally entitled to ride on the 
buses that it could put us in a 
bind," he warned. 


When asked by the board, 


Mrs. Zufgall said that her 
daughter would have to walk 


about a half mile to Collins if 
she could attend that school, 
compared with a mile and a half 
to Drane. 


In a related action, the board 


approved several renovation 
plans for Drane including an 
off-street bus drive, a covered 
walkway, and the removal of 
several trees growing near the 
foundation of the building. 


BUT 
TRUSTEES 
vetoed 


Culwell's suggestion of sand- 
blasting or chemically cleaning 
the outside stonework at the 
school, 
saying 
they 
would 


prefer first to complete all 
necessary work inside and then 
concentrate on the exterior of 
the building if funds are still 
available. 


Culwell described 
for the 


board the balck-top drive he 
proposed for 
off-street 
bus 


loading and the covered walk 
leading from that drive to the 
school entrance. Stewart told 
Culwell to be sure the asphalt is 
re-inforced 
enought 
to 


withstand the weight of loaded 
school buses when installed. 


Landscaping work to be done 


includes the removal of about 10 
trees currently growing next to 
the building. Culwell said he 
had been told by landscapers 
that the cedar trees were 
depleting the soil and keeping 
grass from growing on the lawn. 
The district will leave the two 
large trees now on the campus, 
he noted.

proved last night is expected to 
be less than $5,000. 


Culwell told the board that 24 


of the 28 rooms at Drane have 
already been painted inside, 
with trim work remaining to be 
done. Bids will be received 
Monday for the flooring work to 
be done at the school. The board 
voted to call a meeting for noon 
Tuesday to open those bids.

propriations package. 


"I HAVE enough faith in our 


system up there," Gillen said 
"to believe (the money) will be 
put in." 


He added that he hopes the 


Corps "finds out they have the 
capability for the project." 


According to Gillen, Ten- 


nessee Colony Lake has been 
"worked and studied to death. 
It's time we do something 
concrete." 


Jadrosich said that $1 million 


probably wouldn't buy much 
land, but that land prices will be 
higher the longer the delay and 
that he expects a considerable 
increase in the land value once 
purchasing begins. 


He added that the TRA is 


currently talking with all major 
lignite contractors in the lake 
site area, trying to work out 
some way to insure both the 
future of the lake and the coal 
companies' 
access 
to 
its 


deposits. 


Jadrosich said, however, that 


if the House-Senate conference 
committee reinstates the $1 
million, the Corps could achieve 
the capability for land pur- 
chasing by either reassigning 
present personnel or hiring 
more people. He said the Corps

read- 


justments as the need arises. 


NEWMAN SAID he is not 


familiar enough with the land 
purchsing aspect of projects to 
know how many people would 
be needed to start buying land 
for the lake. 


He said this part of the project 


is handled by the real estate 
division. 


The real estate 
division, 


according to Newman, will first 
have to 
draw a real estate 


owners' map to determine who 
owns what in the lake area. This 
won't be done until the en- 
vironmental impact statement 
is approved because of the 
expense and time involved in 
keeping

between now and the beginning 
of the purchases. 


Once the impact statement is 


approved and the map drawn, 
the real estate division next 
secures a private appraisal and 
conducts its own appraisal.

Beginning in the fall, Navarro 


will specify which courses can 
be offered for college credit, 
according to state guidelines, 
hire and pay the instructors to 
teach those courses, according 
to the Fair Labor Standards 
Act, and house the courses on 
campus rather than in the 
private centers. 


Navarro president Kenneth 


Walker outlined the reasons for 
those changes, all of which he 
said were to bring the college 
into compliance with the law. 


"The Texas College Coor- 


dinating 
Board 
maintains 


regulations regarding religious 
studies courses which we must 
be in compliance with," Dr. 
Walker noted. "First, these 
courses cannot teach religious 
doctrines.

Hester Community lies along 


both the east and west sides of 
the old Chatfield cutoff road, 
according 
to Mrs. Charlie 


Wallis, historian for the reunion 
event. She noted this stretch of 
road is part of the "Old 
Cowhead Trail" which extended 
from the Waco area through 
Chatfield on its way toward 
Texarkana. 


Hester was named for Tom 


Hester, who in 1860, as a young 
man was appointed trail scout 
and director for a herd of 1,800 
cattle being driven to a northern 
market out of Gonzales County. 
Continued high water on the 
Brazos river crossing delayed 
the drive until Hester decided to 
carry the herd along what was 
later called the Cowhead Trail. 
Tick fever hit the herd resulting 
in the death of over half the herd 
which 
never 
reached 
the 


Louisiana line. 


According to Mrs. Wallis, 


Hester quit the cattle drive 
business and returned to the 
Chatfield area with his wife, 
Elizabeth Jones, first renting a 
farm, then buying 300 acres of 
land on the old Cowhead Trail 
and in 1875 moving into a log 
house built in 1848 by Alec 
Lockhart. The home, which has 
been preserved and moder- 


nized, was sold, changing hands 
several times. In 1910 it was 
purchased by W.H. Mitchell and 
has remained in his family 
since. A granddaughter, Mrs. 
Jerry Dickens and family, live 
there now. 


Hester 
Community 
had 


several 
churches, 
three 


cemeteries, 
general mer- 


chantile store, blacksmith shop 
and grist mill. The Hester 
common school district was a 
one 
room structure.

courses, but to comply with the 
law, 
in 1974 we redesignated 


them Religious Studies courses 
placing them under the social 
science department along with 
philosophy courses." 


COORDINATING 
Board 


guidelines 
list 
only 
three 


religious studies courses for 
which college credit can be 
given. They are Philosophy of 
Religion (a study of man's 
religious concepts and ex- 
periences,) History of Religion 
(a historical survey course of a 
particular religion or religions,) 
and 
World 
Regligions 
(a 


comparative study of various 
world religions.) 


Dr. Walker said that a letter 


sent in 1971 to Navarro college 
from the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools, one of 
the accrediting 
bodies for 


colleges, took exception to the 
religious courses being offered 
off campus by instructors not 
employed 
by the 
college, 


although they made no formal 
complaint about the situation at 
that time. 


"By moving the courses on 


campus," Dr. Walker said, "we 
can better assure the Coor- 
dinating 
Board 
and 
the 


Southern Association that the 
courses are taught in a non- 
denominational manner." 


NAVARRO WELL also hire 


the 
instructors 
for 
those 


courses, who will now have to 
meet the same 
minimum 


requirements as any other part- 
time instructor at the college. 


But, 
Dr. Walker said, the 


college 
will 
seek 
recom- 


mendations 
from 
the 


organizations 
maintaining 


campus center, and hire ac- 
cording 
to 
those 
recom- 


mendations where possible. If 
the 
present 
directors 
are 


qualified, he said, then they will 
be hired. 


Those teachers will now be 


responsible to the college for the 
courses they teach; again, as 
with any other instructor. 


And the courses must now 


meet 
the same 
minimum 


enrollment standards as all 
other 
college 
offerings, a 


regulation that could threaten 
the traditionally small classes. 
The college last winter, adopted 
a policy requiring courses to 
have 15 students enrolled if they 
are to be taught. 


Walker said that same rule 


would apply to the religious 
studies courses. The only ex- 
ception to the policy, as noted in 
the policy, is "when it is deemed 
that such exception would be in 
the best interest of the college." 


"WE 
WELL APPLY this 


college policy to all our cour- 
ses," Dr. Walker said. "There 
are situations where classes of 
less than 15 students can be 
offered. First, some courses, 
such as in the health care field, 
require maximum enrollments 
of less than that number, and 
we offer those." 


Other possible 
exceptions 


noted by Dr. Walker were 
where a course with less than 
the 
minimum 
standard 


enrollment 
is 
needed 
for 


graduation requirements by a 
sophomore student (religious 
studies is not a 
required 


course,) and where one of two 
related classes offered fails to 
gain the needed enrollment but 
the second surpasses it. If the 
enrollments can be averaged to 
15 or more students per section, 
then the college can consider 
holding both classes. 


Enrollment 
in 
religious 


studies courses was on the 
decline at Navarro College until 
the courses were placed under 
the 
same 
department 
as 


philosophy courses in 1974, 
when the trend was reversed. 


College 
figures show 87 


students enrolled in Bible 
courses in 1970-71,69 enrolled in 
1971-72, 70 in 1972-73, and a low 
of 62 for 1973-74. 


IN 1974, the courses were 


retitled and figures for the 
Religious 
Studies 
and 


Philosophy section of the Social 
Sciences department show 75 
students in 1974-75 and 168 
students for 1975-76. 


Two religious studies courses 


which had been scheduled for 
the first summer session this 
year were canceled after one 
course had only two students 
enroll and the other had four 
students. 
' 


Another result of the change 


will be that duplicate courses 
will no longer be offered during 
the same 
semester 
unless 


enrollment warrants the ad- 
ditional sections. In previous 
years, 
each 
religious 


organization offered the same 
course taught by their director. 
Now, 
Navarro administrators 


will decide which courses will 
be offered and who will teach 
them. The College will contine 
to encourage the teaching of 
other, non-credit Bible courses 
which can be taught at the 
discretion of the individual 
centers. 


"THE CENTERS can teach 


as many non-credit courses at 
the Bible Chairs as they feel are 
justified by the interest," he 
noted. "In fact, we encourage 
them to do so, as this is one of 
the roles of the church in the 
community. But the college 
cannot be involved in doctrinal 
courses, because it is against 
the law." 


Dr. Walker cited three points 


of law with which the college 
must comply as a governmental 
body receiving state and federal 
aid. 


Article I, Section 7, of the 


Texas Constitution provides for 
the separation of church and 
state, in Texas, he said, as does 
the U.S. Constitution. A Texas 
Supreme 
Court 
decision, 


Church vs. Bullock, forbids the 
use of public funds for the 
support 
of any 
particular 


religious people, "whether they 
be Christians 
or of other 


religions," and a state attorney 
general ruling states 
that 


"religious 
instruction 
of a 


secterian character" may not 
be offered in public schools in 
Texas. 


REACTION FROM the local 


churches currently supporting 
the centers, which were notified 
of the changes by mail recently, 
was hard to come by, with most 
saying they would "wait and 
see" what effect the changes 
will have. 


Roark Barnes, an elder at 


West Side Church of Christ, did 
make the following statement 
concerning the changes. 


"The Church of Christ Bible 


Chair has basically the same 
philosophy of teaching the Bible 
in a non-secterian manner to all 
Navarro College students who 
desire to take the courses," he 
said. "We hope to continue to be 
of benefit to the college and 
students in other ways that are 
appropriate 
to

facility."

Redistricting master tells 
ideas behind drawing plans 


Dan 
Weiser, 
court-appointed 
special 


master in the Navarro County redistricting 
suit, said Thursday that he considers his work 
on reapportionment plans more than just a 
job. 


Weiser, whose charge 
of $1,175 for 


redrawing county precinct lines was assessed 
to the county, agreed that in a sense his job is 
one of righting wrongs, though he didn't say 
such was the case for Navarro County. 


Weiser stopped by the Daily Sun Thursday 


on his way to the State Democratic Con- 
vention this weekend in Houston where he is a 
delegate for Jimmy Carter. 


Weiser appeared as an expert witness for 


the plaintiffs in the case before Judge Sarah 
Hughes appointed him to draw up some plans 
for her final decision. 


But, he said, his first offer to testify came 


from the county's lawyer, Earl Luna. 


Weiser said that when Luna asked him 


about being a witness for the case, he 
(Weiser) asked what the black population of 
Navarro County was. 


When he found out it was 20-25 per cent, he 


told Luna that it would be easy to keep from 
diluting the black vote and would, in fact, be 
hard not to draw a black dominated precinct. 


Luna and Weiser agreed that another ex- 


pert witness might serve the county better. 


The drawing of the new precinct plan 


required one major difference that Weiser 
had not encountered in similar cases in 
Nacogdoches, 
Lufkin 
and 
Paris, 
the 


equalization of road mileage. 


He said that this was the first time road 


mileage was made an issue and that he had 
already drawn one plan prior to receiving the 
county mileage map. This plan, the rejected 
Plan A, had one precinct completely within 
the city limits of Corsicana. 


Once he received .the mileage figures, 


however, Weiser said drawing the new plan 
was easy since most of the people were in 
Corsicana and all of the roads were in the 
county. 


He pointed out that under the new plan, 


Corsicana voters could control the voting in 
all four county precincts.

... on Fairfield's courthouse lawn 


Fairfield legend tells how gun 
got to courthouse lawn 


FAIRFIELD 
— 
In 
his 


historical novel "The Devil 
Gun" William E. Syers details 
the trek of a union cannon from 
its capture by confederates in 
New Mexico to its final resting 
place some 30 miles south of 
Corsicana in Fairfield. 


Legend around Fairfield has 


it that the four surviving guns of 
the South's famed Valverde 
Battery were buried under a 
buggy house in Fairfield just 
three blocks from the Freestone 
County Courthouse. 


The men were under the 


command of Capt. T. D. Nettles, 
and following their final defeat 
.at the Battle of Mansfield in 
Louisiana, were on their way to 
disband in San Antonio. Many of 
the men were from Fairfield, 
however, and for that reason, 
the men disbanded there in- 
stead. 


WHETHER OR not Nettles 


told the men not to disclose 
where the cannons were buried 
is not known. But it is known 
that the people of Fairfield 
knew the cannons were buried 
somewhere near their town. 
The location under the buggy 
house was discovered several 
years later after a heavy rain 
partially exposed one of the 
field pieces, but the cannons 
were not dug up until 1885, as 
part of the celebration over the 
election of Grover Cleveland, 
signaling the end to recon- 
struction. 


Records are unclear exactly 


what happened once the guns 
were excavated. But two of the 
guns were apparently sold for 


scrap iron. A third was sent to 
the Jack's Creek Confederate 
Reunion Ground near Mexia 
and the fourth remained in 
Fairfield. 


In his book, Syers says the 


gun that remained in Fairfield 
was "The Devil Gun," the only 
original of the six guns captured 
in 1862, ten miles north of Fort 
Craig, New Mexico, at the 
battle of Valverde. 


SYERS SAYS several of the 


original guns were recaptured 


was carried to the Moody 
Reunion Grounds in Fairfield 
and fired during the reunions of 
the Confederate Veterans. 


Then, in 1964, the Freestone

Committee had the old cannon 
completely and authentically 
remounted, and in April of that 
year, took it to Mansfield, La., 
for the 100th anniversary of the 
Battle of Mansfield, where it 
had made its last stand.

Straying from Jefferson's principles 


Andy Annistead 


Recently I saw one of the best 


shows I've ever 
seen on 


television. It was on Channel 13, 
entitled "The Patriots," and 
told the story of the bitter 
struggle 
between 
Thomas 


Jefferson 
and 
Alexander 


Hamilton during Washington's 
administrations. 


In the beginning our Founding 


Fathers did not intend that 
political parties would be very 
important in our government. 
Really there was only one party 
called Federalists because they 
wanted to create a stronger 
federal government than the 
one they had under the Articles 
of Confederation. 


stronger than our regard for 
majority rights. (I do not use 
the term "minority rights" in 
the more limited racial sense) 


During the Vietnam War War 


years, minority rights went so 
far as to justify an individual in 
refusing to honor the draft if he 
did not accept the war as a 
moral or justified war. The 
same principle has been used by 
protestors all over the country 
to justify their actions. For a 
while we came close to ac- 
cepting the idea that if a person 
could not approve a law, he did 
not have to obey it. 


AS A FURTHER example of 


how far we have departed from 
Jefferson's 
concept, 
many 


HOWEVER, such was not to people today believe that our 


be, and soon there were two courts, especially our federal 
distinct groups lead by Jef- 
groups 


ferson and Hamilton. 


Jefferson believed in the 


ability of all people to par- 
ticipate in making government 
decisions, especially if they 
were educated, but Hamilton 
had only contempt for common 
people, believing that only a few 
of the "best" people were fit to 
take part in the government. 
"Best" meant the educated, 
materially 
successful, 


prominent people. He even 
believed in and wanted a king to 
head our government. 


Eventually 
this 
struggle 


climaxed when Jefferson and 
Burr tied in the electoral college 
for the presidency, and the 
election went to the House of 
Representatives. 
Hamilton 


disliked Jefferson thoroughly 
but hated Burr even more; so 
eventually he had to throw his 
influence to Jefferson, who was 
supposed to have been president 
all along. So Thomas Jefferson 
became the first 
president 


elected by the party of the 
people 
then 
called 
the 


Democratic-Republican party, 
shortened to Republican. Yes, 
today's Democratic Party was 
called Republican for over 30 
years, until the time of Andrew 
Jackson. 


IN HIS inaugural speech, 


Jefferson stated his principal 
beliefs, including this one: 
"Absolute acquiescence to the 
decision of the majority." My, 
how we do change our beliefs 
through the years. We certainly 
do not accept that thinking 
today, 
especially 
liberal 


Democrats 
or 
liberal 


Republicans either. 


Oh, we still give lip service to 


the idea of government by 
majority, but we also go all out 
maintaining 
that 
minority 


rights do not end with being out- 
voted. In fact, it would not be 
far amiss to say that our regard 
for minority rights today is 


courts, are more concerned 
with protecting minority rights 
than in defending the rights of 
the majority. Again I' use 
minority rights in the larger 
sense. 


What we used to call "for the 


good of society" now takes a 
back seat to individual rights. 
Now I am not crying about this 
or expressing opposition to it. 
When I am accused of anything, 
I will want all of my rights 
protected. 


What I am calling attention to 


is that many of our original 
concepts of democracy have 
undergone major changes since 
the beginning of our govern- 
ment. 


Alexander Hamilton thought 


that Thomas Jefferson was so 
radical that he would be the 
ruination of this country. Our 
thinking has changed so much, 
however, that while we still 
believe in democracy, we do not 
come 
close 
to 
"absolute 


acquiescence to the decision of 
the majority." Many times 
today the majority has to feel as 
if it had been run over by that 
.proverbial truck.

Investigation agent had con- 
tacted Barnes, McCarty, Police 
Chief Don Massey and Justice 
of the Peace W.H. Tipton 
concerning the autopsy. 


Tipton, who ordered 
the 


autopsy, said that the FBI agent 


contacted him to look at the 
autopsy report, but at that time 
the report was not complete. 


Massey said that the agent 


had received 
a 
complaint 


concerning the death of Sneed. 
Sneed died after an incident at 
Corsicana High School in which 
police and students clashed. 
There were reports that Sneed 
had 
been 
kicked 
by 
a 


policeman. 


The FBI was following up an 


investigation of the matter, 
Massey said. 


Sneed was dead on arrival at 


Memorial Hospital after he had 
been playing basketball for 
three hours on E. 9th St. Sneed 
had complained of being hit in 
the stomach and fell, the boys 
with him said. 


Dr. McCarty agreed, saying 


that his case workload is very 
heavy and that was the reason 
why the autopsy took so long to 
be completed. "I am ashamed 
that it takes so long, but my 
case load is such that I am 
slow," he said.

The Cystic Fibrosis Foun- 


dation supports over 100 CF 
Centers across the nation, five 
of which are in Texas. These 
Centers provide diagnosis and 
treatment for children who 
have CF and other lung- 
damaging diseases. 


Cystic fibrosis is the number 


one genetic killer of children. It 
affects one out of every 1,500 
babies born each year and 
occurs when a child inherits one 
carrier gene from each parent. 
The parents do not have cyctic 
fibrosis, but they are among the 
10 million carriers of the gene in 
the United States. One goal of 
Foundation-supported research 


is to test to detect these 
carriers.
